City Council Recommends

The Greenbelt City Council 
recommended rejecting the pre- 
liminary plan of subdivision for a 
17.43 acre parcel of the Jaeger 
tract, at its Monday, April 23 
meeting. The parcel is located 
just south of Westchester Park 
and surrounded on three sides by 
Greenbelt Park of the National 
Park Service. On the following 
Thursday, the Prince George’s 
Planning Board ignored the city’s 
advice and approved the plan. 
Also approved were variation re- 
quests to ease restrictions for de- 
velopment in the flood plain. 
The City Council also had op- 
posed approval of the variations. 

The subdivision plan provides 
for 21 single-family detached lots 
in the R-R zone. The lots range 
in size from 20,000 to over 
36,000 square feet. A new dead- 
end road will extend off 
Westchester Park Drive to serve 
the property. A storm water man- 
agement pond is planned at the 
property’s south end and will out- 
fall into an existing stream flow- 
ing through the park. 

Variations 

The variations requested relate 
to wetlands, wetland buffers, 
stream buffers and flood plain. A 
wetland area crosses the property. 
In order for seven of the lots to 
be developed, it is necessary to 
run the road across the wetland 
area, bridging the stream bed 
with a culvert. Also, 15 of the 
21 lots will contain regulated ar- 
eas restricting what the property 
owners can do in the environmen- 
tally sensitive areas. 

Planning and Development Di- 
rector Celia Craze pointed out to 
council that no one has assumed 
responsibility for enforcing these 
restrictions and that a future prop- 
erty owner may be unaware of 
them or may simply ignore them 


Oppositions to Jaeger Plan 


and make changes to the prop- 
erty not permitted, even though 
the county planning staff recom- 
mends placing fences and signs 
to demarcate these sensitive ar- 
eas. 

The National Park Service 
(NPS) has also expressed con- 
cerns with the subdivision. 
These include the impact upon 
the parkland of excessive runoff 
from the development resulting 
from major storms. Such runoffs 
can exceed the capacity of the 
storm water management pond. 

The land used for the pond is 
also required open space for the 
development, the NPS notes. It 
considers these uses to be incom- 
patible. NPS also recommends 
that the environmentally sensitive 
land should be held in common 
ownership, not in fee simple lots. 
NPS also opposed granting the 
variations. 

APB Comments — 


Members of the Greenbelt _ 


Advisory Planning Board also 
submitted comments concerning 
the impacts on the environmental 
features of the land. Because it 
lacked a quorum, however, the 
planning board could not submit 
a formal recommendation. City 
staff recommended that council 
accept the Advisory Planning 
Board members’ comments and 
forward them to the Prince 
George’s Planning Board without 
taking a formal position on the 
plan. 

Craze explained that if the 
city sets conditions for approval, 
it would be asked if it would 
support the plan if these condi- 
tions were requested, thus plac- 
ing the Greenbelters attending 
the hearing in a difficult position, 
since council has indicated its 
wish that the land not be devel- 
oped but instead purchased as

_ Metroland 


Plans and Regulations 
Discussed by City Council

The Greenbelt City Council 
dealt with several issues relating 
to the Greenbelt Metro area Sec- 
tor Plan and the Metroland devel- 
opment proposed for at and near 
the Greenbelt Metro Station at its 
April 23 meeting. Among them 

were the following topics. 

Greenbelt Metro 
The council was upset to learn 
that three amendments have been 
proposed by the county council at 
an April 3 work session to the 
Greenbelt Metro Area Sector Plan 
for the land around the Metro 
station including the Beltway 
Plaza Shopping Center and that 
Audrey Scott, the city’s county 
council representative had intro- 
duced two of them. Scott pro- 
posed amendments to modify the 
Development District Overlay 
Zone. One will increase the per- 
mitted height for freestanding 
monument signs to 25 feet for 
existing retail development such 
as Beltway Plaza. The other will 
allow that shopping center to un- 
dertake major redevelopment (up 
to about 160,000 square feet) 
without being subject to the de- 
sign requirements of that zone, 
permitting incremental expansion 
of the center without any tool to 
ensure compatibility with the 
Sector Plan and its recom- 
mended guidelines. Scott, along 
with Councilmember Walter 
Maloney, also supported a 
failed amendment proposal to 
rezone the recently acquired 
state-owned, environmentally 
sensitive lands from mixed use 
to reserved open space, some- 
thing that the city had previ- 


ously recommended. 

The third amendment ap- 
proved, introduced by Council- 
member Thomas Hendershot, 
would stipulate that any site plan 
approved by the Planning Board 
in accord with CB-47-2000 (pre- 
viously enacted county legisla- 
tion) will not be subject to the 
standards for development set out 
in the Sector Plan and the ap- 
proved Sectional Map Amend- 
ment. 

City staff believes that these 
amendments undermine the pur- 
pose and usefulness of the Sector 
Plan that is supposed to guide 
future growth in the Metro area. 
The sign height amendment also 
goes against city efforts to keep 
such signs less than six feet in 
height. 

Letter 

There will be a public hearing 
by the county council on June 18 
prior to the council officially 
considering the amendments for 
adoption. Staff had drafted a 
letter to the chair of the county 
council expressing city council’s 
objection to the three amend- 
ments for the council to approve, 

Davis requested that the letter 
say that other communities, such 
as Columbia, Maryland, had 
similar signage regulation to that 
desired by the city and still suc- 
cessfully attracted new develop- 
ment so as to contradict argu- 
ments raised by proponents of 
tall signs that new business 
would not locate in an area if the 
sign restrictions prevented such 
signs. Other councilmembers 
concurred.

Planning Board Approves 
Jaeger Plan, Variations

In a three to one vote, the 
Prince George’s Planning Board 
on April 26 approved the pre- 
liminary plan of subdivision for 
the 17.43-acre Jaeger tract prop- 
erty. The board’s decision sup- 
ported the recommendation of 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
staff. The decision also included 
approval of the applicant’s (A D 
and C Management Company) 
request for variations from re- 
strictions relating to wetlands, 
wetland buffers, stfeam buffers 
and flood plain. 

At the same time the appli- 
cant will be required to comply 
with several conditions, such as 
deleting two flag lots. (Flag lots 
are shaped like a flag on a pole, 
with the pole representing a 
driveway easement that provides 
street access between two other 
lots situated along the street.) 
This action will require submis- 
sion of a corrected preliminary 
plan reducing the number of 
single family homes on the par- 
cel from 21 to 19. 


The applicant must also com- 
plete a storm water concept plan 
prior to final plat approval, which 
will take place within two years. 
No detailed site plan approval is 
required for single-family home 
development. 

The planning board’s approval 
of the preliminary plan was con- 


_ trary to the recommendation of 


the Greenbelt City Council and 
the Westchester Park Civic Asso- 
ciation. During the two and a 
half-hour hearing, representatives 
of both the city and the associa- 
tion urged the board to deny the 
applicant’s preliminary plan and 
variation requests. An appeal of 
the board’s decision would be 
heard in the Prince George’s 
County Circuit Court. 

Zoned rural residential for de- 
tached single family homes, the 
17.43-acre Jaeger tract is located 
south of Westchester Park Drive 
and is surrounded by Greenbelt 
Park. The parcel, located in an 
unincorporated area of the 


county, abuts Greenbelt’s city 


limits which are the boundaries 
of the park in that area.

City Tries New Way to Control Algae 


Last week, City Public Works 
crews installed approximately 60 
bales of barley straw in wire en- 
closures around Greenbelt Lake 
to help control algae growth. 
This new technique was discov- 
ered in England a few years ago 
when a farmer accidentally 
spilled a cart loaded with barley 
straw into a farm pond. Later he 
noticed that there was far less al- 
gae growth on the surface of the 
pond than there had been in pre- 
vious years. He reported his ob- 
servation to English scientists. 
Their research confirmed that bar- 
ley bales were effective against 
algae growth and had no adverse 
environmental impacts. 

Over the past few years re- 
search was done by the Howard 
County Cooperative Extension 
Service to see if this method 


would work well in the United 
States. They found it to be ef- 
fective here as well. A number 
of public and private ponds have 
been successfully treated over the 
past two or three years. Most 
notably to this area, it has been 
used at a pond at Goddard Space 
Flight Facility and at Enterprise 
Golf Course. 

The application at Greenbelt 
Lake this yéar was a little late, as 
algae had already formed in 
some areas of the lake. The bar- 
ley straw is primarily effective at 
preventing development of algae 
and does not eradicate what is 
already present. In future years 
it will be placed in the lake in 
mid-March and replenished in 
June or July. _ The total cost for 
the barley straw to treat the lake 
is less than $200.00.

Former Greenbelter Grace 
Eleanor Falke Tugwell, 92, died on 
Friday, March 23, 2001 at the Vista 
del Monte Retirement Community 
in Santa Barbara, California. 

Born in New York City, she 
worked in Washington, D.C. during 
the Roosevelt (FDR) New Deal. 

During the 
Greenbelt, she was assistant admin- 
istrator for labor, personnel, and in- 
formation. She helped arrange 
train transportation for as many as 
5,000 laborers each day. They 
were then picked up in Branchville 
by trucks and driven to Greenbelt. 

In November 1938 she married 
her former co-worker, Rexford Guy 
Tugwell, shortly after he left public 
service. They were married by 
New York City Mayor Fiorello La 
Guardia, who had recently named 
Mr. Tugwell the first head of the 
New York City Planning Commis- 
sion. 

When her husband was ap- 
pointed by Roosevelt to be gover- 
nor of Puerto Rico in 1941, she 
served as first lady. Mrs. Tugwell 
was instrumental in establishing a 
wartime program to provide emer- 
gency milk supplies to impover- 
ished children there. 

The Tugwells left Puerto Rico 
and moved to Chicago, where her 
husband taught at the University of 
Chicago. While in Chicago, she 
worked in the Hyde Park commu- 
nity to rebuild and revitalize the 
neighborhood around the university. 
They lived in Chicago until her 
husband’s retirement from the uni- 
versity. 

In 1957 she and her husband 
and two sons came to Greenbelt to 
participate in a new housing coop- 
erative, Woodway Homes Incorpo- 
rated. They lived in their home on 
Northway while her husband did 


research and writing about his early 


experiences in the New Deal. In 
1961 they returned to Puerto Rico. 

For the last 35 years of her life, 
Mrs. Tugwell lived in Santa Bar- 
bara, where her husband was a Se- 
nior Fellow at the Center for the 
Study of Democratic Institutions 
until his death in 1979. 

Mrs. Tugwell spent a great deal 
of time on her painting. The paint- 
ings, mostly of flowers, landscapes 
and “pet portraits” were shared 
with friends and were seen on the 
walls of Vista del Monte. 

She was a longstanding member 
and supporter of the Unitarian So- 
ciety of Santa Barbara and the 
League of Women Voters. 

She is survived by sons Franklin 
of Falls Church, and Tyler, of 
Santa Barbara; four grandchildren 
and two great-grandchildren. 

A memorial service for her was 
planned by the Unitarian Society.

Council Acts upon Variety 
Of Issues During Meeting

Besides planning issues relat- 
ing to the Jaeger tract and 
Greenbelt Metroland, the 
Greenbelt City Council considered 
a wide variety of other issues at 
its April 23 meeting. It approved 
the use of Bt to control canker- 
worms, agreed to purchase venti- 
lation equipment, received an 
award for its commitment to pre- 
serve the Chesapeake Bay, ap- 
proved preparing a grant applica- 
tion to conserve the reliefs in the 
front of the Community Center, 
told Public Works to install algae 
control devices at the lake, made 
appointments and expressed con- 
cern about how redistricting 
might affect Greenbelt. 

The council approved the city 
staff’s decision to use Bt to con- 
trol a likely outbreak of canker- 
worms and tent caterpillars in cer- 
tain areas of the city. According 
to Bill Phelan, superintendent of 
operations, the cankerworm popu- 
lations in some areas are well 
above normal; that condition, if 
left untreated, could result in 
damage or death of trees, he said. 

Bt is a naturally occurring 
product, made from bacteria, that 
is effective in controlling the can- 
kerworm. It has no effect on 
people or domestic animals. Bt 
has a short life of 24 hours and 
leaves no residual material. A re- 
port submitted by Phelan to coun- 
cil stated that the Boxwood, 
Lakewood and North End areas 
are most likely to be sprayed. 

Purchase 

Council approved the purchase 
of ventilation equipment from Air 
Purification Systems of Baltimore 
for $31,261. It is designated for 
use by the Greenbelt Public 
Works Facility to help in exhaust- 
ing the carbon monoxide gener- 
ated by working on the city’s ve- 
hicles. 

Presentation and Proclamations 

The City of Greenbelt has 
been designated a Chesapeake 
Bay Partner Community by the 
Chesapeake Bay Program’s Local 
Government Advisory Committee. 
The city received the Silver 
Award for its commitment to the 
protection of the Chesapeake Bay, 
its rivers and its streams. 

The week of April 15 was des- 
ignated Municipal Government 
Week. In connection with this 
focus on city government, Beverly 
Palau, the cfty’s public informa- 
tion and communications coordi- 
nator, is conducting the “It’s Mu- 
nicipal Government” competition 
for the elementary schools. The 
championship event will be held 
on May 4. Council also desig- 
nated May 4 as this year’s Bike- 
to-Work Day.

Statue Restoration 

The city sought expressions 
of interest from the Maryland 
Historical Trust in making grants 
for repairs already made to the 
Mother and Child statue at 
Roosevelt Center and for future 
restoration of the carved stone 
reliefs across the front of the 
Greenbelt Community Center. 
Both works were done by 
Lenore Thomas at the time the 
original planned community was 
built. The trust turned down 
making available a grant for the 
statue because the work has al- 
ready been done and was not 
done in accordance to its stan- 
dards. The trust is interested in 
funding work on the reliefs, 
which depict the Preamble to the 
U.S. Constitution. Council ap- 
proved staff’s recommendation 
for it to begin work on a pro- 
posal seeking funding for the 
restoration (council preferred 
conservation) of the reliefs. 

Other Actions 

By unanimous consent, coun- 
cil approved without discussion a 
proposal of the Public Works 
Department to install wire ga- 
bions filled with barley straw at 
various locations in the lake in 
an effort to curb algae growth. 

The council granted a 
$12,000 loan to the Labor Day 
Festival Committee to restore its 
reserve funds which were de- 
pleted by poor income for the 
past two years due to rainy 
weather. The committee expects 
to repay the city out of future 
years’ revenues. 

Council supported a county 
council resolution (CR-11-2001) 
which grants to Greenbelt 
$100,000 in Community Devel- 
opment Block Grant funds for 
the reconstruction of Springhill 
Drive. 

John Winfrey’s resignation 
from the Advisory Planning 
Board was accepted and 
Jacquelyn Carrington was ap- 
pointed to the Community Rela- 
tions Advisory Board and E. 
Scott Frison to the Advisory 
Planning Board. 

Redistricting 

Davis advised the council of 
its need to be concerned with 
the redistricting of county coun- 
cilmanic districts. Decisions on 
this could take place sooner than 
those for Legislative Districts for 
which the council has expressed 
concern over the possibility that 
Greenbelt could be divided be- 
tween two districts. There is the 
same concern with the county 
districts. Council agreed to issue 
letters stating the city’s wish to 
maintain its integrity in any re- 
districting that takes place. 
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Eastern Tent Caterpillars Attack Maryland Trees 


Encouraged by warm 
weather, eastern tent caterpil- 
lars are hatching and building 
characteristic webs, or tents in 
roadside and landscape trees. 

“The tents are small now, 
perhaps only one to three 
inches across, but as the cater- 
pillars feed and grow, they will 
enlarge the tents until they are 
ten inches or more across,” 
said Dr. Robert Rabaglia, forest 


entomologist in the Coopera- 


tive Forest Health Program. 
“Many people confuse eastern 
tent caterpillars with the much 
more destructive gypsy moth 
caterpillars.” . 

Eastern tent caterpillars, 
which are dark gray with a 
white strip down the middle of 
the back and a row of blue 
spots along each side, are very 
common in Maryland trees dur- 
ing the early spring. They pre- 
fer to feed on the leaves of 
wild cherry trees, but also will 
eat the leaves of residential 
plantings such as crab apple, 
hawthorn, peach and plum 
trees. When very large they 
can defoliate the trees. Fortu- 
nately, the caterpillars feed for 
a relatively short time and pu- 
pate early, giving the trees a 
chance to grow new leaves and 
recover. 

“Eastern tent caterpillar 
populations usually can be con- 
trolled by destroying the nest, 
or tearing it open so that birds 
can get to the resting caterpil- 
lars,” said Rabaglia. “Where 
possible, the nest can be re- 
moved from the tree and 
soaked in soapy water. Remov- 
ing the nest early, when it and 
the caterpillars are small, will 
prevent most of the damage.” 

Gypsy Moths 

Gypsy moth caterpillars are 
mottled gray, have tufts of long 
hairs along each side, a double 
row of blue dots behind the 
head and a double row of red 
dots along the back. They pre- 
fer the leaves of oak, birch, 
beech, willow, hawthorn and 
linden trees. 

Gypsy moth caterpillars 
hatch in mid-to late-April and

feed until pupating in late 
June to July. They eat vora- 
ciously and feed much later 
into the summer, so trees do 
not have time to recover. The 
severely weakened trees are 
more susceptible to disease, 
drought, or insect pests. Two 
or three years of gypsy moth 
defoliation can cause severe 
dieback, or even death, of the 


tree.

Second Letter 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
proposed a second letter to Scott 
expressing council’s dissatisfaction 
with her actions on these amend- 
ments and failure to first bring 
them to the attention of the coun- 
cil before acting on. them.. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
reminded council that he remem- 
bered discussing similar concerns 
of the council with Scott not too 
long ago. Having difficulty in 
controlling his unhappiness with 
Scott’s actions, he asked. “Who is 
she representing — signs?” He 
also suggested that the council 
should put in the letter, “This is 
one of the reasons why Prince 
George’s County has been labeled 
the ugly sister.” 

Council did approve sending 
both letters. 

Metroland 

A conceptual site plan and a 
plan of subdivision have been 
filed with the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission. By law, the Prince 
George’s Planning Board of the 
commission has 70 days in which 
to act on these plans. Public 
hearings are set for the plans for 
June 18 with final consideration 
to take place soon thereafter. 

City staff recommended that 
the council ask the applicant sub- 
mitting the plans to request an 
extension to the 70-day deadline. 
Its justification is the scope of the 
proposal for a major commercial- 
retail center at the Greenbelt 
Metro Station, the many false 
starts that this project has had, the 
need to include review by citizen 
advisory groups, and the fact that 
this is the busiest time of the year 
for municipalities because of bud- 
get reviews. Staff expects a simi- 
lar request to be made by the 
City Council of College Park. 
The council approved a staff pre- 
pared draft letter making such a 
request. 

Upon questioning, Craze ad- 
vised the council that staff was 
not recommending a meeting with 
the developer’s representatives at 
which a presentation would be 
made about the two plans. “It’s 
not what they tell us,” Craze said, 
“but what’s down in black and 
white.” Davis had noted that the 
Berwyn Heights council was meet- 
ing with the developers that week. 

White noted that the New 
Carrollton council was being 
“pressured” to take a position on 
Metroland. He felt that the mes- 
sage should be gotten to that 
council that Greenbelt does not 
comment on planning matters in 
the New Carrollton area and that 
it would appreciate New 
Carrollton extending the same 
courtesy to Greenbelt.

parkland. 

While councilmembers were 
willing to incorporate the city’s 
planning board members’ com- 
ments, they wanted to send a 
stronger comment. Council mem- 
ber Edward Putens felt that the 
recommendation should focus on 
the fact that the development 
planned for the property just does 
not belong there. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts noted the damage that had 
occurred to Greenbelt Park by 
the development of the Parkside 
subdivision. He said he would 
expect the same kind of damage 
to occur on this parcel. He saw 
no reason not to oppose the sub- 
division, particularly the vari- 
ances. 

Craze felt that even if mitiga- 
tion took place, the development 
still would not meet Greenbelt’s 
test for development. 

Robert Crecco, president of 
the Westchester Park Civic Asso- 
ciation, told council that he felt 
the developer could afford to cut 
back on the amount of the prop- 
erty to be developed because it 
had been acquired “dirt cheap.” 

Council discussed a motion to 
oppose and what it should and 
should not oppose. At one point 
Mayor Judith Davis asked for a 
second to the motion and Roberts 
responded, “I'll second whatever 
the motion is, but I'm still won- 
dering what the motion is.” It 
was agreed that council opposed 
the preliminary plan of subdivi- 
sion and especially the variations 
requested. The motion was 
unanimously carried.

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Kids See Stars, Planets At Astronomy Day Events

The University of Maryland 
Observatory and the Greenbelt 
Astronomy Club joined forces 
on Friday, April 27, and Satur- 
day, April 28, to celebrate As- 
tronomy Day through drop-in 
viewing at the Observatory in 
College Park and events and 
planetarium shows at Owens 
Science Center in Greenbelt. 

University of Maryland 

On Friday evening, six tele- 
scopes were set up at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland Observatory 
for the public to come by for 
free views of Jupiter, Saturn, the 
moon, and other star clusters 
and astronomical phenomena. 

Two reflecting telescopes, 
which use mirrors instead of 
lenses, gave visitors a glimpse 
at the moons of Jupiter and 
close-up peeks at the craters on 
the moon. Another telescope 
was set up on Saturn so partici- 
pants could clearly view the 
rings of Saturn. Greenbelt As- 
tronomy Club member Kevin 
Balch also contributed his re- 
fracting telescope for the occa- 
sion. “Refracting telescopes, 
which were also used by the 
university to get wider views of 
the moon, use glass lenses in- 
stead of mirrors,” said Stacey 
Teng, a junior astronomy major 
who does volunteer work at the 
Observatory. 

Also on display was the 
“Beehive Cluster,” an open clus- 
ter of lots of stars. The Obser- 
vatory attached a digital camera 
to a telescope to take clearer 
images of the stars, which could 
then be viewed on the computer 
screen. 

“T liked Saturn the best,” said 
Grace Duke, 7. She and her 
sister Sarah were waiting in line 
to get a glimpse of a binary star, 
which is actually two stars that 
orbit each other. 

Owens Science Center 

On Friday, events continued 
at the Owens Science Center on 
Greenbelt Road. Safe solar 
viewing began earlier in the af- 
ternoon, where members of the 
Greenbelt Astronomy Club set 
up their own telescopes and did 
daylight observing of the sun, 
moon, and Jupiter. Stargazing 
and children’s activities contin- 
ued outside into the night. 

Inside, a variety of talks and 
display booths illustrated the 
problems with light pollution, 
gave tips on how to view the 
sun with solar filters, exhibited 
photographs, and described 
events in which the Greenbelt 
Astronomy Club had been in- 
volved. There were also mul- 
tiple free shows and presenta- 
tions in the planetarium. 

Susima Abeyagunawardere, 
an astronomy club member, had 
set up her personal telescope 
outside and was observing and 
taking pictures of sunspots. 

“I think this is really good,” 
she said. “A bunch of people, 
especially kids, have been ex- 
posed to what astronomy is all 
about.” 

Cliff Gordon, another mem- 
ber, had a telescope that was 
fully computerized. 

“You align it to two Stars, 
enter the time and the day, and 
ask for an object,” he said. “It 
automatically aligns to the ob- 
ject, and then moves with it as 
the night goes on.” 

Lots of the kids at the event 
were involved in astronomy 
themselves. 

“IT don’t know how to set the 
telescopes up, but I can adjust 
them,” said Wesley Miller, 11, 


who attends Rogers Heights El- 
ementary School with his sister, 
Abigail, 7. 

“We look through the tele- 
scopes at home, both in the night 
and day,” said Abigail, “I can 
recognize the Big Dipper and the 
Little Dipper.” 

Great weather also contributed 
to the event’s success. 

“The weather could hardly be 
better?’ said David Dunham, who 
brought his son William, 10. 
“Astronomy Day really gets 
people interested in astronomy.” 

The Greenbelt Astronomy 
Club has over 60 members and 
has an “educational focus,” ac- 
cording to Stephen Lesnik, a 
member from Silver Spring. 
“We have two ‘star parties’ a 
month at Northway Park, work 
with Girl Scout groups, and hold 
an astronomy course,” he said. 
The club is now trying to raise 
funds through public donations

to set up an observatory for 
Greenbelt. 

_The cooperation between the 
two organizations was a first. 
The Observatory offers free 
open houses on the fifth and 
twentieth of each month, com- 


plete with talks by University of 


Maryland Department of As- 
tronomy faculty members and 
local astronomers, according to 
Gretchen Walker, the director of 
the Observatory. 

Astronomy Day was founded 
by an astronomy club in Michi- 
gan, which picked the day to 
exhibit astronomy games, plan- 
etarium shows and speakers 
from NASA.
